REFORM IN THE JUDICIARY. 


The Emperor of Russia has Issued 
a manifesto which makes a number of 
decidedly liberal promises In the mat¬ 
ter of Internal reform. It promises the 
enforcement of existing laws; assures 
the Zemstvo3 of the fullest possible 
measure of self-government; recom¬ 
mends a scheme of workmen's Insur¬ 
ance; extends the liberty of the press 
and promises a full legal trial of all 
persons accused. 

Upon their arrival at Albany. N. Y.. 
the requisition papers for the return 
to Cleveland of Dt. Chadwick were 
found to be defective on a technical 
point, and were not honored by Gov. 
Odell. The Cleveland Sheriff proceed¬ 
ed to New York to arrest Dr. Chad¬ 
wick upon his arrival from Europe, 
saying that the requisition papers 
could be attended to later. 


T^e flnst decided cold wave of the 
eeadon is spreading rapidly down the 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountatm*.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 26.—An imperial 
ukase Issued to-night makes decidedly 
liberal promises under a number of 
heads. It protmlpes a full and equable 
enforcement of existing laws; assures 
the Zemstvos of the fullest possible 
measure of self government and the en¬ 
forcement of the laws now existing In 
their behalf; promulgates a scheme of 
workmen's insurance; extends tho lib 
erty of the press and promises a full 
legal trial of ail persona accused. 

The Imperial decree, which is entitled 
“A Scheme for the Improvement of the 
Administration of the State,” is ad 
dressed to the Senate and is as fol¬ 
lows: 

“In accordance with the revered will 
of our crowned predecessor, and think¬ 
ing unceasingly of the welfare of the 
realm entrusted to us toy God, we regard 
It as our duty and the people’s duty 
In conjunction with undevlating main¬ 
tenance of the immutability of the 
fundamental laws of the empire, to have 
untiring care for the country’s needs, 
distinguishing all that Is really In the 
Interests of the Russian people from 
tendencies not seldom mistaken and In¬ 
fluenced by transitory circumstances.

The Criminal Laws. 

“Fifth—That there should be n re¬ 
vision of the exceptional laws decreed 
at the time of an unparalleled outbreak 
of criminal activity on the part of the 
enemies public order, and the appli¬ 
cation of which was attended with 
grave extension of the discretionary 
power of the administrative authori¬ 
ties; and that at the same timo steps 
should be taken, for circumscribing 
their application within the narrowest 
possible limits and for assuring that 
limitation of the rights of private per¬ 
sons Involved In that application shall 
only be permitted In cases where the 
actual safety of the State Is threatened. 

"Sixth—That In confirmation of my

A HOLIDAY AT THE CAPITAL. 


"Seventh—That there should be such

Questions of Peasant Life. 


‘Acting upon the above principles, 
with a view to a series of great Inter¬ 
nal chafiges Impending In the early fu¬ 
ture. part whereof, in accordance with 
Instructions previously given by us, are 
already under preliminary examination, 
wno deem It well. In view of the diver¬ 
sity and Importance of these changes, 
to fix an order of business for consider¬ 
ation of means and the possibility, of 
their early and complete realization. 
The closest co-operation Is incumbent 
on the various sections of the adminis¬ 
tration throughout the whole series of 
our State Institutions. 

With reference to all the above men¬ 
tioned subjects the council of ministers 
has to examine the best w*ay of giving 
effect to our views and to submit to us 
at the earliest possible date Its decis¬ 
ions as to the farther shape of the 
above-men tinned measures In their pre¬ 
scribed order.

Washington. Dec. 26—[Special.]—The 
Independence of the President toward 
the politicians was dearly Illustrated 
to-day by the announcement from the 
White Houee that W. H. Harris will be 
-appointed Postmaster at Baltimore. 
The name will go to the Senate «s soon 
as Congress convene*. Maryland has 
one Republican Senator and four Re¬ 
publican members of the House. The 
result In the State at the last election 
was so close that the electoral vote of 
the State was divided. It would, there¬ 
fore, be supposed that the organization 
would receive every recognition tn the 
matter of the distribution of the Fed¬ 
eral patronage. It turns out, however, 
that While the Republican Congressmen 
and State chairman recommended men 
to the President for the post mastership, 
the President absolutely ignored them 
and appointed Mr. Harris upon the rec¬ 
ommendation of bis friend, Charles J. 
Bonapart. Harris' name had not even 
been mentioned in connection with the 
appointment, and the Republicans are 
taken completely by surprise. 

The State organizations throughout 
toie country which are preparing slates 
had belter not put too much faith In 
them. It will be found that the Pres¬ 
ident 1 a frequently going to step out¬ 
side the organizations and depend 
largely upon his personal friends for 
advice. In this connection an interest¬ 
ing local report circulated here to-day 
Is that the smart offioe-s**eker In Ken¬ 
tucky will not go to Mr. Ernst, Mr. 
Edwards or Mr. Bennett, but to Gen 
Basil W. Duke.

HOLIDAY IN WASHINGTON. 

All Executive Departments of the 
Government Closed. 

Washington. Dec. 26.—Christmas 

Monday was observed as a holiday in 
the national capital. All the executive 
departments of the Government were 
closed and there was a general bub 
pension of private business. Weather 
w*ns disagreeable and -the ground was 
covered with sleet. To President Roos¬ 
evelt the day was less of a holiday 
than to m my of his fellow citizens.

It has been 
pretty generally understood thut there 
would be a number of consular and di¬ 
plomatic changes soon and these with 
other matters will t ike up much of 
the time of the President and his Sec¬ 
retary of State. 

Postmaster General Wynne made a 
brief call and left with the President 
a report on some departmental matters 
to be sent to Congress. 

Representative Cooper, of Texas, dis¬ 
cussed with the President some mat¬ 
ters in hi«* State. 

During the afternoon the President 
In company with Senator Lodge went 
out for a walk.. The Christmas dinner 
of the Prealdent’s family was given 
at the usual hour to-night and was a 
family affair. 

Opposition Members Arrested. 

Washington, Dec. 26.—Mr. Russel, the 
American Minister at Bogota, Colombia, 
advised the State Department to-day 
of the arrest In Bogota of three oppo¬ 
sition members of the lower House of 
the last Congress for circulating pub¬ 
lications against the Government. The 
present government, Mr. Russel adds, 
is Inspiring confidence.

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 26.—[Special.]— 
I>r. J. N. McCormack. Secretary of the 
State Board df Health, was here to¬ 
day, andi In conjunction with Prison 
Physician Tobin made a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the prison smallpox situ¬ 
ation. Dr. McCormack say® that of 
the ten prisoners In the camp of deten¬ 
tion only two have smallpox, but the 
other eight are Isolated because they 
have been exposed to It. He further 
said thut he had no doubt of the abll 
tty of Dr. Tobin and Dr. John G. South, 
the In-ejector for the State Board, to 
control the situation. These rules were 
Issued regarding the penitentiaries here 
and at Eddyville: 

Requirements of the State Board of 
Health, to be observed at prteon* by 
Prison Commissioners: 

First—That every official and employe 
In and about the penitentiary give evi¬ 
dence of successful vaccination before 
leaving the walls on Tuesday, r>ec©mber 
27, 1904. and that they file certificates of 
successful vaccl not km for themaelvea and 
each member of their families and serv¬ 
ants with the Prison Commission for Per¬ 
manent record within ten days. That 
hereafter no person shall be employed In 
or visit the prison In any capacity w*fih- 
nf successful vnccino-

"Surveying the wide domain of the 
people's uttermost needs, we regard as 
urgent In the interest of the legal 
strengthening of civic and public life 
(first) the adoption of effective meas¬ 
ures for safeguarding the law' in Its 
full force as the most important pillar 
of the throne of the autocratic empire. 
In order that its inviolable fulfillment 
for all alike shall be regarded as the 
first duty by all the authorities and in 
all places subject to ua; that its non¬ 
fulfillment shall inevitably bring with 
It legal responsibility for every arbi¬ 
trary act. and that persons who have 
suffered wrong by such acts shall be 
enabled to secure legal redress. 

"(Second) that local and municipal 
institutions should be given ns wide 
scope ns possible in the administration 
of various matters affecting local w*el- 
fare and that they should have con¬ 
ferred upon them the necessary Inde¬ 
pendence within legal limitations, and 
that representatives of all sections of 
the population Interested In local mat¬ 
ters should be called upon, under equi¬ 
table conditions, to take part In those 
institutions with a view to the oomplet- 
est satisfaction posstble of their needs. 
Besides the government’s and Zemstvo's 
district Institutions hitherto existing 
there should also be established In clote 
connection with them public institu¬ 
tions for .the administration of local 
affairs In localities of smaller extent.

DODGE COLLAPSES 


AND IS UNDER CONSTANT CARE

IN HIGHLY NERVOUS STATE.

ease of the past two days.

Members of Congress of both political 
parties who are spending the holiday 
season here are putting In not a little 
of thair time In speculating over the 
possibilities of the failure of the Rivers 
and Harbors Bill and Public Buildings 
Bill cm the score of economy, while 
there are to be greater appropriations 
than ever for the navy, which is al¬ 
ready pretty good sized.

Cost of the Navy. 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
to-day got out a statement on the 
navy. This compilation of figures is 
regarded ae more absolutely definite re¬ 
garding the actual amounts spent un¬ 
der the various appropriations than the 
document of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, because It contains every* item of 
expenditure for all branches of the 
naval establishments. This compilation 
will show the total sum spent on the 
naval establishments since 1S83. The 
amounts carried In the regular annual 
appropriation bills during that period 
aggregated $791,127,123:84. The total 
amount appropriated by Deficiency, 
Sundry Civil and other Appropriation 
Bills for the naval service was $133.- 
912,004.30 during the same period. These 
totals added to $104,436,148.34, the sum 
recommended this year for the naval 
establishment, will bring the grand cost 
of the navy In twenty-two years up to 
$1,029,465,276.48.

The explosion was in a small build 
Ing known as the dry house. In which 
about a ton of powder was stored, 
and Is believed to have been due to 
overheating. 

The concussion demolished half a 
dozen other buildings close by the dry 
house, but did not explode the powder 
In the magazine, although that build¬ 
ing was partially wrecked, a hote 
several feet deep was Mown in the 
ground. 

About a quarter of a mile off w’as the 
house of Robert Layton, the manager 
of the plant, and this vens very badly 
damaged. AH the windows werv blown 
out. while the plaster In nearly every 
room was shaken dow*n Misti Margar¬ 
et I>ayton, who wns sitting In a room 
on the second floor, was hurled from 
her chair and rendered unconscious. 
Her condition is not serious, however. 

The shock was Bevere enough in this 
city to break many large plate-glass 
windows in the business section and 
throw open locked doors. 

The fact that only about one-fifth of 
the ordinary working force was about 
the building to-day undoubtedly pre¬ 
vented loss of life.

New York. Dec. 26.—The beautiful 
chapel at Sailors Snug harbor, a home 
for iddigent seamen at New* Brighton, 
Staten Island, w*as giitterl by fire early 
to-day. The loss was $75,000. The 
chapel was a replica of St. Pauls. Lon¬ 
don. and it contained one of the finest 
and most expensive organs in the 
United States. 


Officials Must Act Quickly or Quar¬ 
antine Will Be Established. 

"This is a free country," said Dr. Me 
Oormac-k. wtoo was at the Galt House 
last night, having Just returned from 
Frankfort, “and 1 suppose if one coun¬ 
ty w'anta to have smallpox. It Is er>- 
tlod to that condition of affairs. But, 
when the health of surrounding coun¬ 
ties is endangered, that is the time 
when the State Board of Health must 
step In, arul It wlM. 

"There ha* been a laxity of vaccina¬ 
tion in Kentucky, and this has been 
responsible for the disease In the 
Frankfort prison. In Louisville pre¬ 
cautions have been observed, and all 
prisoners have been vaccinated at the 
oounty Jail. But, out In the smaller 
towns of the State this has not been 
the caae. The result Is quite apparent. 

“I returned Sunday from Muhlen¬ 
berg county, where they have fifty 
cases ot smallpox, and no isolation hos¬ 
pital. I found that about 10 per cent 
of the population of the county were 
vaccl mated. With these facts IWore 
me, I gave the authorities notice that 
unless satisfactory measures were 
taken to stamp out the disease within 
five days that I would quarantine the 
county. I have already notified the 
railroads to get their perishable freight 
out of the county, and unless we are 
satisfied with the report made by Coun¬ 
ty Judge Sparks and Dr. J. G. Bohan¬ 
non. next Thursday, the county will be 
quarantined. f 

“I cannot lay too great stress upon 
the need In aW count lea of Isolation hos¬ 
pitals and prompt vaccination. The 
disease can only be Checked and con¬ 
trolled by these methods, and still com¬ 
munities will drift along without these 
simple precautions, Imping that the 
lightning will hit sranewhere else. It 
Is the duty of the Fiscal Courta to mak* 
appropriations w-hlch will permit t‘he 
prompt erection of the needed hospitals 
In order that the State may be purged 
of thta disease. In Greenville, which 
Is the county a^at of Muhlenberg cotm- 
ty. the mining Interests are very large, 
and I have rhe assurance from these 
operators of thetr co-operation with the 
health officials tn meeting the require¬ 
ments which I laid before them Satur¬ 
day.

Nashville, Tenn„ Dec. 28.—The little 
iThrlstian church of Newbeni, Dyer 
county, is probably the most prominent 
at tho present time in the eyes of the 
Christian church throughout Tennessee 
as well as In other States.

Subsequently the complainants filed 
an amended and supplementary bill 
making the Tennessee Christian Mis* 
slonary £oirveoUon a party defendant. 
With this precedent, if set, the non- 
progressslve Christhins all over the 
State wno are said to be a minority 
of the entire connection, might take 
steps to apply the decision to every 
church where organs are used and mis¬ 
sionary societies recognized.

OHIO OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 


Albany. N. Y., Dec. 26.—Sheriff Bsrry. 
of Cleveland, O., who expects to arrest 
Dr. Leroy F. Chadwick, husband of 
Mrs. Chadwick, w*hen he lands In New 
York, on the charge of forging the 
name of Andrew Carnegie, met a check 
In his plans to-day w*hen he failed to 
obtain from Gov. Odell the requisition 
papers necessary to permit the trans¬ 
portation of Dr. Chad’wlck to Ohio for 
trial. He called at the executive cham¬ 
ber at the OapRol this morning, but 
was informed by Judge John T. Joyce, 
the Governor’s pardon and requisition 
clerk, that his papers were defective In 
that they failed to prove that Dr. Chad¬ 
wick was in the State of Ohio on March 
6, 1903, when the alleged forgery was 
committed. Sheriff Barry decided not 
to try to correct his papers now, but to 
go on to New York and arrest Dr. 
Chadwick and arrange for his requlsl* 
tlcn afterward.

Telegraphed From Ohio. 


Before leaving for New* York Sunday 
the Cleveland Sheriff telegraphed to 
the Executive Department here, asking 
that his pa tiers be prepared so that 
there might be no delay upon hts ar¬ 
rival early Monday morning. When the 
telegram was received Gov. Odell was 
at his home In Newburgh, and the 
message waA given to his pardon and 
requisition clerk. Judge Joyce, who Im¬ 
mediately telephoned the Governor and 
received authority from him to deliver 
the deelred w*arrnnt In case the appli¬ 
cant’s pntiers were properly draw*n up. 
Sheriff Barry called at the executive 
chamber this morning and presented 
to Judge Joyce the requisition papers, 
signed by Gov.

When the Sheriff learned that his 
proof was defective, there w*as first 
some talk of his returning In person to 
Ohio ty r the purpose of getting the cor¬ 
rections. After further consultation 
with Judge Joyce, he concluded to tele¬ 
graph to have the necessary affidavits 
prepared and sent to him in New York. 
He said that this w&a purely a format 
matter, and that affidavits could be 
promptly obtained showing that Dr. 
Chadwick was in Ohio in or about 
March 6. 1903. 

The Ohio Sheriff left immediately 
nfterward for New- York, where he will 
wait for Dr. Chadwick’s steamer, which 
is expected Wednesday. He will con¬ 
sult with the New York City authori¬ 
ties regarding the best course of proce¬ 
dure. Before leaving. Sheriff Barry 
said that, w'hlle he was disappointed at 
not obtaining the requisition warrant 
at this time, the failure would not de¬ 
lay him to any appreciable extent. 

OHIO AUTHORITIES SURPRISED. 


Think That the Requisition Should 
Have Been Honored. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 26.—County Pros¬ 
ecutor H. R. Keeler, when phown th© 
dispatch from Atbany, stating that 
Sheriff Barry had been refused an ex¬ 
tradition warrant for Dr. Chadwick, 
said: 

The papers w'hlch Sheriff Barry car¬ 
ried to Albany were in regular form, 
and 1 cannot understand why the war¬ 
rant requested haa been refused. It is 
probably a mere technilcallty, however, 
ng to the difference In the l«nv» of 
New* York and Ohio. The requisition, 
issued by Gov. Herrick, explicitly 
states that Dr. Chadwick is a fugitive 
from Justice in Ohio: that he has been 
indicted by the grand Jury of thhs 
county on the charge of forging and 
uttering a note for $5,000,000, signed 
Andrew* Oarr.egie;* that the crime wsa» 
committed in Cuyahoga oounty. Ohio, 
on March 5. 1903. and that the Indict¬ 
ment Is sufficient in itself for placing 
Dr, Chadwick on trial upon the charges 
na med." 

Mr. Keeler expresred the belief that 
the ex trail ikm \s arrant would be even¬ 
tually granted toy the New York au¬ 
thorities. 

Gov. Herrick, upon reading the Al¬ 
bany dispatch, said: 

"I am very much surprised at th© 
act Km of the New* York authorities In 
the matter. The requisition was issued 
only after a most complete investiga¬ 
tion of the affidavits submitted by the 
officials of Cuyahoga county. I ha vis 
no copy of the papers with me here, 
but my invprfsskm Is that the date of 
the alleged crime was duly set forth.”

In conversation with a representative ^ 
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of the Associated Press to-night the 
Sheriff wild: 

"I do not And any fault with Judge 
Joice for declining to Issue the requisi¬ 
tion papers. I real Ire that It Is neces¬ 
sary for him to act absolutely in ac¬ 
cordance with hie Interpretation of the 
law I derided that It would be belter 
to have the matter straightened out in 
Cleveland, so I wired Prosecutor Keeler 
the facts in the case and came on to 
New York. 

“Mr. Keeler has already forwarded ta 
me an affidavit, giving the testimony 
before the grand Jury tending to show 
that Dr. Chadwick was in Cuyahoga 
county, O., on March 5, upon which 

date the alleged crime was committed, 
and thle affidavit will be In my bands 
to-morrow morning. 

“With that In rny possession. I an¬ 
ticipate no difficulty In getting the nec¬ 
essary papers. / 

“I am here on a sad errand, for I 
have known Dr. Chadwick many years 
and our relations have been of the 
pleasantest nature. I shall do every¬ 
thing In my power to make his trying 
situation a* ea«y as possible. I am es¬ 
pecially solicitous that Chadwick 

shall be spared any humiliation. 

“I understand that some of her rela¬ 
tions will meet her upon the arrival of 
the steamer and make arrangements 
for her future movements." 

Mr. Barry said that Mrs. Chadwick 
Is better than when she arrived ax the 
jail in Cleveland, and that she is tak¬ 
ing her trouble philosophically.

STEADY DECREASE SHOWN IN 
THE ISLAND OF CUBA. 


SANITATION BEING ENFORCED. 


Cuban Minister Denies Reports That 
Yellow Fever Is Again Obtaining 
a Stronghold. 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Senor Quegnda. 
the Cuban iMlnlster. In view of reports 
that yellow fever was beginning again 
to obtain a foothold in Cuba, and that 
the Cuban Government was not vig¬ 
orously enforcing sanitary precaution**, 
to-night gave out the following official 
Statement: 

“The rate of mortality* In the Islaud 
of Cuba has steadily decreased since 
the establishment of the Republic. 
From official data the annual death 
rate In the four Io®t mortrbs has been, 
In the district of Havana, as follow's: 
August, 19.42; September, 18.24; Octo¬ 
ber. 17.31. and November, 16.60, per 
thousand, and for the whole Island. 
15.51. 15.46. 13.40 and 14, respectively. 
This compares must favorably with the 
bt*rt sftiowinga of the States of the 
Union and of the countries of Europe, 
and is due not only to our splendid 
climate, 'but to the conscientious efforts 
of the Central Sanitary Department of 
Cuba. 

“The sanitary authorities airways 
have repi*rLed any auwpi clous cafes of 
Miners, and have cared for them with 
the skill of recognized experts. 

“Cuba to-day Is the quarantine, to a 
great extent, of this country. Over 
twenty confirmed cases of yvllow fever 
have come to the teland from other 
parts of America, some In steamers 
bound for the United States, and they 
have been property handled by the 
Cuban authorities. 

“Since the two isolated cases of yel¬ 
low fever a small hospital, sufficiently 
large for all needs, has been made 
available in Santiago de Cuba for any 
cases which may arise on shore, while 
the hospital at Cayo Duan will be re¬ 
served for any Important cases. Special 
Inspectors have been stationed at the 
different mines: they .will report dully 
through the local sanitary office, the 
sanitary condition of these stations, 
and two inspectors will undertake the 
medical and sanitary inspection of all 
the houses of Santiago de Cuba. 

“The Government of <hjfba is doing Its 
full duty In the matter and Intends to 
continue Improving the sanitary condi¬ 
tions of the small, as well as the larger 
towns, which row can be compared* 
without any disadvantage, with those 
of any other country. Cuba thus far 
has shown that it is protecting its 
neighbors efficiently, and that Its san¬ 
itary officers are fully able to meet any 
y emergency and court any ocientiflc In¬ 
vestigation carri ed on in good faith.“

Stretched upon a bed. the clothing of 
which ms little more than rags, in a 
squalid room at 913 East Main street, a 
woman thought to be Mrs, Elizabeth 
Meyers was found' In an unconscious 
condition by neighbors at 7 o’clock yes¬ 
terday morning. She was taken to the 
City Hospital, where she died a* 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
cause of her death is a mystery to the 
physicians, although It 1® claimed by 
the police that she committed suicide 
by taking morphine. (Coroner Harris 
Kelly will hold a post-mortem exam¬ 
ination at 9 o'clock this morning before 
placing the oase before a Jury. 

The room In which Mrs. Meyers lived 
was built In the front of an old build¬ 
ing which was formerly used as a 
storeroom. In a room Immediately In 
the rear Mrs. Mlaggie Linders live*, 
and her family and Mrs. Danders were 
the first todladover Mrs. iMeyers unooi>- 
ooious form. Mrs. Land-era was at¬ 
tracted several times Sunday night by 
groan* emanating from Mrs. Meyers* 
room and. fearing that her neighbor 
was sick, made several efforts to aid 
here. On different occasions she In¬ 
quired if Mrs Meyers wa*** 111, but re¬ 
ceived) no answer. The groan® always 
ceased after the Inquiries, and Mr?. 
Landers was r.ot surprised at receiving 
no reply, as she had never been able 
to cultivate an acquaintance wflh her 
neighbor. 

• • ♦ 

Summons Assistance. 


At 7 o’cliock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Landers again heard groans coming 
from the room and, fearing Mrs. Mey¬ 
ers was dying, summoned J. R. Thomas, 
a blind nrnrv living In the rear at the 
building. With the aid of Mr. Thomas 
a tftepiadd'er was procured and other 
neighbors were summoned. Efforts to 
open the door had been unsuccessful, 
and the stepladder was placed against 
the door and ore of the neighbor* clam¬ 
bered up the steps and saw Mrs. Mey- 
er*s unconscious form upon the bed. 

In. the dim light of the nvorning the 
woman appeared perfectly Hfelee®. 
Her face was ashen, and her form was 
still, and her emaciated hand® were 
folded across her breast, a# If she l»«d 
been prepared for burial. 

As soon as this sight was communi¬ 
cated to the assembled neighbors the 
patrolman on the beat was summoned 
and Corp. Zelefner. of the First dis¬ 
trict, hastened to the building. To¬ 
gether with Patrolman fltellenkamp. 
Corporal Zelsner broke open the door 
and found that Mrs. Meyers was still 
alive, although scarcely breathing. The 
ambulance from the City Hospital was 
hastily summoned, and she was taken 
to that Institution. She never regained 
consciousness sufficiently to be ques¬ 
tioned, and died without leaving a 
scrap of writing by which she could be 
Identified, except a pocketbook, which 
contained about $2. and a pawn ticket. 
It was from the latter that her full 
name was learned, as she had told her 
neighbors but little about her life. 

• * * 

Police Say Suicide. 


The officers who have been Investi¬ 
gating Mrs. Meyers* death believe she 
committed suicide, although the physi¬ 
cians at the City Hospital dispute this, 
believing that kidney trouble was the 
direct cause, probably superinduced by 
the use of morphine 4 and whisky. From 
the effects found In the room owned 
by Mrs. Meyers it was evident, accord¬ 
ing to the police, that she was a user 
of morphine, and for this reason they 
believe she took nn overdose of the 
drug. Several bottles which had con¬ 
tained the narcotic were found In the 
room, as were several empty whisky 
bottles. % 

From the scanty facta learned of 
Mrs. Meyers* life by her neighbors 
she hod cause for grief. Mrs. Maggie 
Landers learned more of her than any¬ 
one else, and she tells the following 
story: 

“1 met Mrs. Meyers about two 
months ngp. but I never saw u woman 
in my life so unwilling to talk about 
herself. She was about fifty years of 
age and must have had trouble of a 
dire sort from her gray halm and 
emaciated appearance. She would not 
allow any one to visit her, and, al¬ 
though I tried several times to go In 
and talk to her. she aJw'ays said she 
did not care to receive visits from 
neighbors. 

• • • 

Would Not Open Door. 


“On one occasion I knocked at her 
door during the evening, and she told 
me she could not let me come In, a* 
she wa* taking a bath. I knew* she 
was alone and never had a friend to 
visit her. so I w-ent back again a few 
nights later, and she said she did not 
believe In visits from neighbors and 
would not let me come In. I did not 
see much of her after that, but one day 
she told me she was hiding from her 
husband, who was a mean man and 
had threatened to shoot her on several 
occasions. After that I learned little 
scraps of her history, but never 
enough to find her real name. 

“I know that her husband lives In 
Parkland, and I believe he is In busi¬ 
ness. although I never heard her say 
so. I also know she has a daughter 
living In Parkland, and this is the only 
relative I ever saw visit her. This 
little girl Is a pretty, golden-hafred 
child and went to see her mother a 
week ago Supday. and I was there 
when she met her. She seemed to love 
her mother so much, and both of them 
cried when they had to part. As the 
little girl prepared to leave she grab¬ 
bed her mother around the neck, and, 
after kissing her several times, said: 
• • • 

Parting With Daughter. 


“ *1*11 be a big girl before long, 
mother, and can keep books for papn. 
And then 1*11 see that you have a nice, 
comfortable home.* 

“The mother was unable to answer, 
and cried when her daughter had gone. 
I afterward found out that the daugh¬ 
ter had to visit her mother when her 
father w'as away, .'is Mrs. Meyers was 
in mortal terror of her husband and 
lived in constant dread that her hiding 
place would be found. 

“Mrs. Meyers was never around home 
very much and I believe she ‘worked 
out’ and I don’t know* when she came 
home the- last time. I heard her groan¬ 
ing in her room and tried several times 
to go to her aid. but her door was 
locked and I could not get her to an¬ 
swer to my colls, although I asked her 
pevi ral times if she wa* Hi, Some of 
the neighbors said she took morphine, 
but I do not know that to be a fact. I 
do know that id>e drank a great amount 
of whisky, as several bottles were 
found In her room. I never saw’ her 
Intoxicated.*’

During the past four weeks the 
leather market has been gradually stif¬ 
fening. This stiff enlrg process hae 
gone on uninterruptedly until it has 
now' become a condition to be dealt 
with. In the opinion of conservative 
manufacturers, this raise In the price 
of leather Is not a temporary matter, 
but a condition which has come, re¬ 
moved it® coat and hat, and prepared 
to remain,- As yet there is no great 
scarcity of leather, but the fact still 
remains that prieep are higher, and In 
al«l probability, will remain so. 

Various causes are assigned for this. 
First, the recent strike in the (Chicago 
packing house*. Thl® strike caused a 
decrease In the “take-off.” hides be¬ 
came scarce, and consequently leather 
Is pot so plentiful a* formerly. In ad¬ 
dition, the United States Leather Com¬ 


pany. w'hlch practically makes the 
prices and contn-D rhe market, is un¬ 
dergoing a reorganization, and it is un¬ 
derstood that the policy of this com¬ 
pany Is to put the price up and keep It 
there. 

“In my opinion,” said a Louisville 
manufacturer yesterday, “the advance 
in prlct* is not caused by speculation, 
although this feature may enter Into 
It to some extent. I think it is a 
straight-out legitimate business trans¬ 
action, and the people who control the 
market Intend to get m«»re money for 
their goods. If we have to pay more, 
the retailer will have to atand an ad¬ 
vance, and in the end It gets to the 
customer. All of the merchants who 
have placed their spring orders, atm 
most of them have done so, will not 
feel the effect of the higher price*. 
Their stock for the spring is contracted 
for at a certain figure which prevailed 
before the higher prices, and the manu¬ 
facturer will be compelled to furnish 
the goods at the old prices. But, if my 
prediction Is not wnmg. when the re¬ 
tailer places hi* orders for next fall 
there will be a new sot of prices on The 
goods, and he will have to pay mote 
money. When you buy a p:tlr of shoes 
next fall prepare to s(K-nd a little more 
than has been your habit. It® found to 
come.”

BROKEN NECK MENDS 


TEN DAYS’ ILLNESS 


ENDS IN DEATH OF HANCOCK 
TAYLOR, JR. 


After Coming Back From Traveling 
Trip Became HI and Sank 
Steadily. 


ATHLETE DURYEA HAS COM¬ 
PLETELY RECOVERED. 


AS WELL NOW AS ANY MAN. 


Doctor Never Hoped For a Cure Af¬ 
ter His Dive From Pier In 
1899. 


Sitting on the porch of Ms comfort¬ 
able home In Montclair. N. J„ W. EL 
Durvea. who surprised the doctors and 
every one else & few’ years ago by liv¬ 
ing with a broken neck, chatted with 
his friends yesterday morning, says the 
New’ York Herald. 

Mr. Duryea is sensitive about talk¬ 
ing about his terrible accident and his 
wonderful recovery, but his friends say 
that he Is now' a perfectly well man. 
lie no longer attempts athletic feals, 
as he was w*ont to do before he was 
hurt, but otherwise there Is no change 
In hi* life. * 

It was In Augiurt of 1899 that Mr. 
Duryea fractured several of the ver¬ 
tebrae in the upper part of his spine 
by diving from the Casino pier at 
Oyster Bay. It wa* regarded as an 
Impossibility that, he should get well, 
but everything that the anxiety of his 
father, E. E. Duryea, the wealthy 
starch manufacturer, of Glen Cove, 
could dictate was done. The beat sur¬ 
geon® were called upon, and K was de¬ 
cided to bring the young man on a 
special train to a hospital in this city. 

At Roosevelt Hospital Dr. Robert 
Abbe and Dr. George Creevey success¬ 
fully performed the very delicate oper¬ 
ation of removing the laminae of the 
fifth and sixth cervical vertebrae. To 
complicate matters pneumonia set In. 
Mr. Duryea lived through it, but it 
was found that another operation was 
necessary ns the result of this disease. 
He survived this also, and in a few 
weeks w'a® sitting up In a specially 
constructed wheel chair with his neck 
and upper body encased in plaster, 
outside of wWch was u strong iea/Lher 
Jacket. In June of 1900 he wa# re¬ 
moved to a sanitarium in Dansvllle, 
N. Y., w'here he remained until some 
time after the death of his father. In 
[August. 

By the terms of the elder Duryea * 
will his son whs to inherit almost a 
million dollars If he lived for two years 
after the tewbntoT's death. The will 
wa® contested by the three sisters of 
W. E. Duryea. who left the sanitarium, 
took up his residence In the St. George 
Hotel. Brooklyn, and defended his 
rights under his father * will. The 
will wa* sustained and he came Into 
his Inheritance in 1902. In that year 
he ordered a steam yacht, and in oth¬ 
er w'ays showed his determination to 
live and enjoy life. 

His recovery is considered one of 
the most man'clous In the annals of 
surgery, and the man with the broken 
neck Is keeping the Christmas of 1904 
In the sam** fashion as his friends. 

During his convalescence It was re¬ 
ported that Mr. Duryea had married his 
nurse, hut he promptly denied It.

^loot six hundred killed. 

The Japanese halted near the ceme¬ 
tery" and finding that both their flanks 
had carried all -the w’ork* forming the 
outlying range of the main forts, they 
Intrenched on amaJl hills near Etse 
Mountain under a severe enfilading 
fire, w'hlch caused them heavy losses."

Dec. 26.—The Russian Con¬ 
sul has made no reply to the demand of 
the Taotal for the surrender of the 
sailor belonging to the Russian cruiser 
Askold, who on December 15 murdered 
a Chinaman as a result of a dispute 
of payment for the hire of a Jinricksha. 
The sailor Is still on board the cruiser, 
where he was sent by the Consul, and 
where It was understood he Would bo 
tried by court-martial. The Taornl has 
applied to the Foreign Board at Pekin 
for further instructions. The Ningpo 
community' I* becoming restive. 

The murdered Chinaman wu® a na¬ 
tive of Ningpo. on Important treaty 
port, one hundred miles South of 
Shanghai, and the Ningpo community 
at Shanghai Is 50,000 strung. As told 
In & dispatch from Shanghai Decem¬ 
ber 19, the lower classes of this com¬ 
munity were urging an attack on oil 
Russians In Shanghai, but they were 
being restrained by the Ningpo Gulfd, 
which was counseling patience pending 
the action of the Taotal. 

DISORDERS IN POLAND. 


Two Serious Riots As Result of the 
New Mobilization. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 26.—While the 
new mobilization Is proceeding quietly 
in most place*, disorders are reported 
to have occurred in PolaJid. The most 
serious disturbance wa* at Rftson yes¬ 
terday. wh»»re one Colonel was killed 
and a gendarme wounded. There ha# 
also been considerable rioting at li.ik- 
hout, where 6,000 conscript# pillaged a 
few houses and fruit stall®. Nfc> one, 
however, wa* killed. / 

The Emperor hue his personal aides 
de camp at all of the mobilization cen¬ 
ter* to see that everything possible is 
done for the reservist# and conscript* 
and to obtain Immediate reports at 
first hand of any disturbances. 

Going to Port Arthur. 

Yokohama, Dec. 26.—The steamer 
Manshu, bound for the neighborhood of 
Port Arthur, left here to-day. She car¬ 
ries a* passengers ten naval attache®, 
four peers, seventeen member* of the 
House of Representatives, one Secreta¬ 
ry of the Diet and a Lieutenant Com¬ 
mander. There will be no pres* repre¬ 
sentatives on boards during the voy¬ 
age. which it Is expected will occupy 
three weeks. _ 

Taking Chinese to Manchuria. 

Harbin. Dec. 26.—Chltieoe from the 
south say that the Japanese have 
brought fifty thousand Chinese Into 
Southern Manchuria, but have great 
difficulty In feeding them. They also 
say that the Japanese have prepared a 
thousand four-wheeled carts, with iron 
shield* in front and on the sides, which 
are to be pushed by soldiers and which 
are to carry rapid-fire and machine 
guns.

PANIC AT CHRISTMAS 

TREE CELEBRATION. 


Negro Congregation Fired Upon In 
Alabama—One of Shooting Party 
Killed By Companions. 


Birmingham. Ala., Dec. 26.—A special 
from Hanoeville says that last night 
while a negro congregation was holding 
a Christmas tree celebration in a ne*ro 
church at Stout's Mountain, a mining 
camp near there, a volley of shots was 
fired into the congregation from the 
outside. The Rev. Clay, the pastor, was 
shot through the hflps and will die. He 
was standing In the pulpit at the time. 
Ike Woodward was shot in the shoul¬ 
der; Bob Jackson received a bullet In 
the abdomen and is fatally wounded. 
The shooting caused a panic and the 
negroes scrambled out of the building 
and ran through the darkness In every 
direction. 

This morning the dead body of Hen¬ 
ry Jett, a white miner, was found at a 
comer of the church on the outside, 
with a revolver lying nearby. It Is 
supposed that he was a member of the 
shooting party and was accidentally 
killed by one of his companions who 
were a/t another corner of the building, 
as the negroes did not do any shooting. 
John Jett, a brother of the dead man, 
and Ted Blackwell, white miners, have 
been arrested for part lei pat ion In the 
affair. It is claimed that several ne¬ 
groes have Identified them os being 
among the party of white men seen 
outside the building with guns after 
the shooting. There Is no known motive 
fof the affair and ft Is supposed to 
have been the result of a general Christ¬ 
mas spree.

Chief Gunther’s Order Obeyed By

DENTIST TO BE PLACED 

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


New Ulm. Minn.. Dec. 26.—The trial 
of Dr. G. R. Koch, the young dentist 
who is under Indictment for murder In 
the first degree, charged with having 
killed L A Gebhardt. a rival dentist, 
on November 1, will begin In the Dis¬ 
trict Court to-morrow. 

The State, it Is said, has secured evi¬ 
dence io show that on the morning 
after the murder Asa P. Brooks, the 
newspaper editor who witnessed the 
murder through a transom, told Judge 
Webber that he had seen the murder¬ 
er prior to that time, and that he 
would b© able to recognize him If he 
ever sow him again. This Is a new 
phase of a decidedly tangled story, ns 
Brooks subsequently testified at the 
Coroner’s Inquest that the murderer 
was unknown to him. The prosecution 
will endeavor to show that Brooks Is 
attempting to shield some one. It Is 
certain the defense will endeavor to 
establish an alibi for Dr. Koch. 

CORNWELL ACQUITTED OF 
CHARGE CF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Birmingham, Ala.. Dec. 26.—At Besse¬ 
mer the Jury In the case of Capt. T. J. 
Cornwell, president of the defunct Bes¬ 
semer Savings Bank, has returned a 
verdict of not guilty after a week s 
trial. Capt. Cornwell was charged with 
embezzlement of $8,000 in connection 
with the bank’s failure. Th-> failure of 
the l>ank and the flight of Cornwell to 
Central America in June, 1903, caused 
a hlg sensation. Aterward Cornwell re¬ 
turned and made bond. Hls plea was 
not guiltv because of Insanity, the de¬ 
fense alleging that he was addicted to 
the morphine habit and was not In hls 
right mind at the time. 


Thomas O’Brien Was Serving a Life 
Sentence For the Murder of 
His Partner. 


New York. Dec. 26.—A report has 
readied this city that Thomas O'Brien, 
the notorious confidence man and al¬ 
leged Inventor of the “gold brick" 
swindle. Is dead in the French penal 
settlement at Cayenne, where he had 
been serving a life sentence for the 
murder of hls partner. ”Klfl’’ Waddell, 
in Paris In 1895. Several of O’Brien’s 
old friends in this city are said to have 
received the news direct from Cayenne. 
Several years ago It was reported that 
O’Brien had escaped from the penal 
settlement and was on hls way to New 
York. The report never was confirmed, 
however, and the authorities never got 
sight of O'Brien. 

O’Brien's career was a remarkable 
one. He was bom fifty-three years ngo 
In Chicago and, aided by an attractive 
personality, managed to make an unen¬ 
viable record. Many bold swindles run¬ 
ning Into the thousands were credited 
to hls genius. In 1889 he Jumped a 
bond of $6,000 and tied to Europe. wa« 
recaptured and sentenced to ten years 
In prison. 

A remarkable plot conducted by s 
woman resulted In hls escape from n 
hotel In Utica, where he was In charge 
o/ a prison keeper. O'Brien caught a 
steamer here for Europe, reached Paris 
safely and remained there until he was 
arrested on th#» charge of killing Wad¬ 
dell, hls partner. Money was spent lav¬ 
ishly In hls defence, but failed to save 
him from a life sentence. 


A ST. LOUIS WOMAN 

LEAPS TO HER DEATH. 


Fatally Stabbed By An Assassin. 

New York, Dec. 28.—While resenting 
an Insult to a young woman with whom 
he wns wntklng In Glendale, a suburb 
of Brooklyn, Frederick Fredericks has recently and he feared her mind had 
been stabbed and probably fatally be co me affected.

STEAMSHIP DAMAGED 

BY FIRE AND WATER. 


New York, Dec. 26.—The steamship 
Colorado, of the Mallory Line, and part 
of the cargo were damaged by fire and 
water to-day to the extent of from 
$20,000 to $25,000, according to estimate* 
of the firemen. The Colorado arrived In 
port on Saturday with a cargo of lum¬ 
ber. rosin and cotton. The fire was 
confined to the cotton. It is thought to 
have originated from spontaneous com¬ 
bustion. 


For the first time In many years the 
approach of Christmas was not herald¬ 
ed in Louisville with the booming of 
cannon crackers and the sizzle of Ro¬ 
man candles. The entire absence of 
any sustained and general mdse has 
been a source of considerable comfort 
to. nervous people, and & considerable 
deprivation to the youngsters.

Chief of Police, issued an order to the 
police force to [he effect thRt no dis¬ 
charge of firearms or firecrackers with¬ 
in the city limits should be allowed, 
and hls orders have been well obeyed. 
Except a little surreptitious shooting 
of revolvers In sequestered places, and 
a few firecrackers set off in the safe 
precincts of a few back yards, there 
has been no noise at all. 

Ordinarily the shooting, which is 
contrary to the low, begins several 
days before Christmas and Is kept up 
until after New Year's day. There has 
been little objection among the chil¬ 
dren to the new conditions, probably 
owing to the facts that Christmas 
came on Sunday and that the weather 
has for nearly a week been unfavora¬ 
ble to the successful discharge of fire¬ 
works of any kind. There was an al¬ 
most total absence of fireworks In the 
displays In the toy shops, and the wise 
parent did not court trouble by send¬ 
ing off special orders for them.

The Day of the Marvelous. 

The editor of Harper's Weekly, in 
the speech, heretofore noticed by the 
Courier-Journal, calling upon the South 
to take the common*) of the Democratic 
party, expressed a very strong admira¬ 
tion for Theodore Roosevelt and trusted 
that those who b*4d a different opinion 
of htaVyWere wrong. Latter & the same 
speech we And this remarkable revela¬ 
tion from Mr. Rooaevelt's admirer and 
apologist: 

“My friends, th* Republican party Is 
facing th«* most critical period in Its his¬ 
tory Its power .a so great and yet so 
eowcemrnted that It threaten® Itself. 
Pneldoat Roosevelt ba* p!**dg©d the ac¬ 
complishment of many things and will 
attempt many more. Non© Is too gorat 
to daunt that resolute spirit, non© too 
minute to enlist his attention. Wo are 
alxuit to ixihold th© marvelous spectacle 
of one mind trying to solve all th© com¬ 
plicated problems of nearly a hundred 
millions of human beings, of even’ race, 
la every clime, within the short space 
of four years. If Is Indeed a strenuous 
undertaking. It muy be crowned with 
success: It may not. One prediction we 
may venture without hesitation: The ex¬ 
periment will be enormously expensive." 

The Courier-Journal, in limes past, 
has allowed Itself to comment on the 
etrenuoslty of the Presldenit, but It 
never suspected that It was as* bad as 
that. 

“We are aiboufc to bediorfd the marvel- 
ous spectacle of one mind trying to solve 
all the complicated problems of nearly 
a hundred tndlHons of human beings, of 
every race, In every dime, wttliin the 
short space of four years!” 

“Strenuous?’* 

Is not Col. Harvey putting Infinitely 
too much work op an already greatly 
overworked word? 

And If that Is the proper characteriza¬ 
tion to make of President Roo?»eveit's 
truly “marveldus” undertaking, how 
shall we define Col. Harvey’s own 
oracle: 'Tt may be crowned with suc¬ 
cess; it may not?’* 


Castro and Loomis. 

The Venezuela question Is certain to 
bob up from time to time. President 
Castro Is a gentleman distinguished 
for ways that are dark, even If his 
tricks are not always vain. Just now he 
Is said to be apprehensive of discipline 
from the United States, and to be en¬ 
gaged In fortifying his ports to resist an 
attack from the American navy. 

Our Government has demanded a 
speedy decision In the asphalt cases, 
In which some Americans are Inter¬ 
ested. Castro probably knows already 
that the decision will be adverse to 
the Americans. It Is said that he 
is so ignorant of the strength of the 
American navy that he thinks he can 
make a successful resistance to any at¬ 
tack. Accordingly he has purchased 
Borne new’ guns and is mounting them 
at La Guayra and Porto CaJbeflO. But 
there Is reason to think that Castro 
Is not a fool, and it is hardly possible 
that he believes Venezuela could afford 
go to war with the United States 
The steps he has taken are probably 
In the nature of a bluff to influence 
public opinion at home. 

Meantime, the Powers are^ making 
slow progress In getting their money 
from Castro. The receipts at the cus¬ 
tomhouses have fallen off to such an 
extent that It Is calculated that It will 
be twelve years before the preferred 
nations get their money. Our own 
claims have to wait for these, and may 
have to wait a matter of fifteen years. 

Regarding this agitation over the 
asphalt matter, the Philadelphia Rec¬ 
ord say6: 

“It Is a curious fact that the reports 
whdeh periodically come from Washing¬ 
ton of a purpose to discipline Venezuela 
for alleged failure to meet her obliga¬ 
tions to th© Powers under tlK» award of 
The Hague Tribunal Inevitably btid up 
to the case of the New York and Btr- 
mudex Like Asphalt Company. Th© ua- 
phait case seems to be the speelklty of 
Assistant Secretary of State Loom*©, who 
was recalled from his i»*t as American 
Minister at Cluaoas for offending the 
Venezuelan Government by his pro¬ 
nouncement that a Judgment by the Ven¬ 
ezuelan Supremo Court unfavorable to 
the New York and Bermudez Like As¬ 
phalt Company would be subject to re¬ 
view by the Government of tf»e United 
State*. And whenever Secretary Hay 
takt© a holiday an eruption of hi© as¬ 
sistant on this threadbare subject ap¬ 
pears to be due. 

But thie Government Is not g>!ng to 
war with Venezuela for the benefii of the 
asphalt trust and its amlifted convj any. 
not even to rUns* Mr. Loomis. The liti¬ 
gation over tlie Bermudez Lake asphalt 
bods l» realty Incidental to the fight b- 
twe n tw’o American concerns, one of 
which is not In the trust, for possession 
of the property. The proceedings now 
pending were instituted to forfeit the N©w 
York Company's concessions for ttf lure 
to comply w<th its terms, and a receiver 


has been appointed. A decision agw ast 
It Wwuld not inure to the advantage of 
President Castro, as the industrious coun¬ 
sel for the trust in &i>d out of the State 
Department persist In saying, but would 
redound to the benefit of a commercial 
rival of the trust and of the people who 
are Interested In the introduction of com- 
petkkm into the asphalt business.” 

The asphalt case. It may be remem¬ 
bered by those who have kej*j an eye 
on Washington the last few’ years. Is 
not the only one In which the Irrepres¬ 
sible Loomis has displayed hla bump¬ 
tiousness. 


The Woes of Sugar. 

The country has gone Republican by 
an unprecedented majority, the stand¬ 
patters on the tariff seem to have 
everything their own way. In spite of 
the continued tattle of revision, yet all 
of them are not happy. We have al¬ 
ready discussed the apprehensions of 
the Ohio tobacco gTow'er* as to the re¬ 
duction of the tariff on Import© from 
the Philippines, and now the sugar tnen 
have found a day to howl for the 
same reason. It will be remembered 
that it was the influence of sugar and 
tobacco which started the country on 
the career of treating our new posses¬ 
sions as foreign for some purposes and 
domestic for others. The Philippines 
are outside the Constitution, except as 
Congress may extend it to them, but 
they are subject to all sorts of control 
by Congress, Just as If they were do¬ 
mestic territory. The Supreme Court 
has sanctioned this by the usual vote 
of 4 to 8. and the casting vote was given 
by a representative of sugar. But It 
Is still uncertain for what purpose these 
islands are American territory, and for 
what they are foreign. 

Senator Foraker wishes to reduce the 
duties on sugar and tobacco to 2f» per 
cent, of the Dlngley rates. But here 
comes In a constitutional question. All 
bills to raise revenue must originate 
In the House of Representatives. Bui 
the proposition of Mr. Fbrakor Is to re¬ 
duce the revenue, or at least to re¬ 
duce taxation. It Is claimed that this 
makes no difference, and there Is an 
element of logic In the contention. 
The McKinley bill, for example, was 
entitled “an act to reduce the revenue," 
etc., and it did reduce the revenue, 
though It put up rates on most com¬ 
petitive articles. But nobody would 
have maintained that that bill could 
originate In the Senate. Moreover, 
It Is probable that the proposition of 
Senator Foraker would raise revenue, 
or In other words Increase the collec¬ 
tions from articles imported from the 
Philippines. We showed the other day 
that there are practically no Philip¬ 
pine products that pay any duty, ex¬ 
cept sugar and tobacco, and of these 
the Imports nre so small that the rev¬ 
enue is of little amount. Now If the 
duty were reduced to 25 per-cent, of 
the Dlngley rates the Increased Im¬ 
portations w’ould probably augment 
the revenue. So a bill to reduce these 
rates would be, in fact us well a© 
In name, a bill to raise revenue, atid so 
would have to originate In the House. 

But this Is only one of the difficulties 
In the way of Senator Foraker's prop¬ 
osition. The treaty with Cuba was so 
manipulated by the sugar growers as 
to contain a clause that during the 
life of the treaty tso sugar from any 
foreign country should be admitted to 
the country at a lower rate than that 
prescribed by the Dlngley Bill. This 
was an attempt to tie the hands of 
future Congresses and to make the 
Dlngley rates unchangeable during the 
life of the Cuban treaty. The right of 
one Congress to bind another has often 
been denied, but in this case, should a 
future Congress exercise Its right to 
legislate. It w*ould seem that It would 
Impair the treaty. Here again the 
constitutional question bobs up wheth¬ 
er the Philippines are a foreign coun¬ 
try. It Is argued that for tariff pur¬ 
poses they are such, and so the tariff 
on sugar* from that source cannot be 
reduced without violating a solemn 
treaty. Only the Supreme Court can 
finally settle that question, and before 
that can be done In regular course the 
Cuban treaty may have expired. 

To add to the sugar complication, 
news comes of the dismantling of the 
great beet sugar factory at Norfolk. 
Neb. There are two others in the 
State that are also expected to go. We 
know what would have been said If 
this had followed a Democratic vic¬ 
tory. When the Cuban treaty was 
forced on a reluctant Congress by the 
President much was said of the Im¬ 
pending ruin of the beet sugar Indus¬ 
try. but this was treated as ridiculous. 
And the prices of sugar have been well 
maintained under the treaty. But for 
all that beet sugar factories nre ^o- 
lng out of business, and it is assumed 
that the Industry Is dead for many 
years to come. The blame for this Is 
not laid on the Cuban treaty, but on 
the farmers who refuse to raise beets. 
However, It develops that the price of 
beets lias been pushed down by the 
factories until the farmers have re¬ 
volted. and It does not appear that 
such reduction of price was necessary. 
The tariff Is ample, the State of Ne¬ 
braska pays a bounty, but the beet 
raisers and the manufacturers cannot 
agree over the division of the spoils, 
and suspension Is the result. 

It la at least cheerful to note that 
this Is not a Democratic funeral. The 
Republican party Is working out its 
beneficent protective policy In its own 
way, and it must supply the mourners 
that are needed in the present emer¬ 
gency. 


known outside of St. Louis, since the 
election has come into prominence with 
a large political following, and ns far hs 
d»»veioi>ed seems to be the coming man. 
Mr. Kerens, who is also a capitalist, 
has never held office, but since 1892 ha© 
been a member of the National Repub¬ 
lican Committee, and In 1899 received 
the vote of hi© party In the Legislature 
for Urniud States Senator. 

Among the Democrats, with the elec¬ 
toral vote of the State Republican, and 
defeat in St. Louis and In the Legisla¬ 
ture. the only ray of sunshine has been 
the election of Joseph W. Folk to the 
governorship. Even this consolation is 
tempered by the reflection that if he 
had not received a considerable number 
of Republican votes the landslide would 
have been complete. 

It Is evident that Mr. Folk Intends 
from the start to have no ono in doubt 
as to the course he proposes to pursue 
in the furtherance of his policy of State 
and municipal reform. In anticipation 
of his early Induction into office a ban¬ 
quet was given to him In St. Louis a 
few evenings ago at which he made free 
expression of his views and purposes, 
it was a personal and nonpartisan, 
rather than a noMical ovation. In in¬ 
troducing hlmr the toastmaster said: 
"The Democrats have lost the city, the 
State, the United S’tiUes. but you have 
succeeded in electing yourself, the only 
survivor of the wreck.” In responding. 
Mr. Folk said he should go into the 
governorship untrammeled by promise* 
or embarrassing obligations, and if he 
dkl not appoint the bestf men it would 
be because he could not get them. He 
returned thanks to the many thousands 
• tt Republicans who had voted for him 
knowing him to be a Democrat and ask 
nothing except good public service. 
’That much,” he added, “they have a 
right to ask—leas than that no true 
Democrat will demand.” 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Folk uttered fame epigrammatic sen¬ 
tences indicative of his gubernatorial 
policy worth reproduction as mark¬ 
ing the high plane upon which he 
made his race and won his victory. “I 
told the people of this State,” he said, 
’’that I would do my best Vo put a stop 
to bribery In legislative halls, and 1 
am going to keep that premise and 
every other promdse I male to the peo¬ 
ple. The flight against corruption will 
go on. I have no favors to ask of cor¬ 
ruptionist^ and none to give th?m, 
and no compromise to make. I do not 
believe that they will be so bold a© to 
give or take bribes in the face of a!l 
that has been done; but if there be any¬ 
thing of that kind there 
trouble.” Again he 
terest will receive all the rights the 
law gives, but no more. The capitalist 
shall have the tame justice that Is 
given to the humblest workingman; but 
neither of Uhem shall have special priv¬ 
ileges. That much all are entitled to— 
more than that none shall receive.” 
Among the measures of municipal re¬ 
form which he declared his pur¬ 
pose to favor were that all 

frar.idhlses obtained by bribery should 
be forfeited, ar.d ateo that all franchises 
should be sold at public auction, giving 
thirty days before confirmation of sale 
for anyone to raise the bid; the police 
departments of all cities to be conduct¬ 
ed without regard to politics. 

Much more In this line in the fur¬ 
therance of good government was ex¬ 
pressed with the same practicaJ and 
energetic purpose, his reference to the 
corrupt practices In Si. Louis exposed 
by his fearleisnes* being very charac¬ 
teristic. He declared that to al¬ 
low the civic affairs In St. Louis 
to lapse back into the corrupt 

ways of the past would be 

criminal and would do the city more 
harm than any calamity or pestilence 
that could occur. Although Mr. Folk s 
remarks were mode with reference to 
conditions which have prevailed in hi 3 
own State and city, they have prac- 
I tlcal application, not only to other 
States and cities, but to the abuses In 
Federal administration in nearly all of 
Its departments. It Is evident that hi* 
banquet speech foreshadows the tenor 
of his Inaugural address, soon to be de¬ 
livered. From the peculiar conditions 
under which he will enter upon his 
duties, his utterances on the occasion 
will be received with very general In¬ 
terest throughout the country.

W HEN Augustus Thomas put b!s pon 
to paper and turned out "The 
Earl of Pawtucket" he wrote more than 
farce ar.d not quite comedy. But that 
is an old story. The play was produced 
two season* ago, und since then It ami 
Lawrence D'Or say have been seen In most 
of tho big dots on th© United States map. 
Including Louisville* Appreciation of play 
and admiration of player were responsible 
for the cordial welcome given both at 
M'.tcauloy's loet evening. And those pr<»- 
ent derived from the performance the 
same aort of enjoyment that It gave be¬ 
fore. 

It Is a very* thin and ridiculously impos¬ 
sible* story, this "Earl of Pawtuckett," 
and It Inis so little action about It that 
only the Thomas dialogue und tho D'Or- 
aay BriUsaiism* save it- But assuredly 
these do save it. and more. They make 
It as bright and charming a thing In a 
light vein as anybody is apt to find, on a 
long day’s Journey. 

In Burne-Jones' recent book on America 
—"Dollars and Democracy"—the English¬ 
man exi»re*v** wonder that Americans 
sJiould refur to an "Ejigliah accent." H© 
thinks tlmt whatever the Englishman 
speaks 1* Engl'sh. If tho language 1 b 
spoken differently on this side of the At¬ 
lantic it is a case of English being talked 
with an "American accent.” Lawrence 
D'Orsuy In the play delivers th© language 
In the English style. There Is no “Amer¬ 
ican accent" about It In tho role of L*>rd 
Cardlngton, disguised as Mr. “Montgom¬ 
ery Putnam." he looms forth a© a Brit¬ 
isher among American*. And th© "ac¬ 
cents'* show* a contrast as ©rid© os th© 
sen. 

Mr. D’Orsay brings to his work disrally 
of mamo r, personal oharm and marked 
Individuality, and he aols tbs part of the 
English lord with much bugwr. There Is 
abundant opportunity for humor, n^wt** 
ovfcr, for this serious-minded y*A good¬ 
nature*! noftflecxian find© himself Involved 
in a strange love affair and embarrassed 
by many American custom* ho does not 
understand.

11© 
la as gullnmt a* an old-time courtier and 
In love be la somewhat Idealistic, and 
Ukw© traits impart sweetness and flne- 
ruoas to the ahnractnr. Mr. D’Orsay docs 
much of his acting with hla eyes. Some¬ 
times he does oven too much acting with 
them. (Bt si IVttle blom© can attach to him 
for using so often stares and glance* and 
quizzical looks tfnait ho 1ms found to be so 
eloquent and effective.

A MONG the people who visited 
th© Christmas markets tha 
other morning up on Jefferson 
street.

A large number of teachers of the 
New Albany public schools, together 
with Prof. Charles A. Prosser, Super¬ 
intendent of Schools of that city, have 
arranged to attend the annual meeting 
of the Indiana State Teachers' Asso¬ 
ciation, which Is to be held In ImLlan- 
tLpolls Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
©f this week. Several Important mat¬ 
ters, ORpecdadly to the teachers* will be 
acted on at tills meeting, and the ses- 
alonis promdse to be of great Interest. 
Among them will be the report of a 
committee appointed last year to In¬ 
vestigate the salaries of the teachers 
of the schools of Indiana. This report 
Will show there ore In Indiana 1.974 
teachers, who are receiving less than 
$500 a ytor. uhe average pay last year 
being $381.6,7. 

It will be shown by the report that 
Engineers In the State receive an aver¬ 
age cif $1,075, ar more than the average 
of eighty-four principals of city adbools. 
It will be shown that the average pay 
received by btncldnoftlM was $655.30 a 
year, or twice the salaries of twenty 
teachers of the State. The average pay 
of welghmen at ooa .1 mines, as shown 
*by the report. Is more than three tl-mes 
the average of live lowest salaries paid 
teachers in Indiana. 

Reconsnwtnda/tlo.i© embraced In the re¬ 
port are: Goo-1 teachers in the country 
should receive from $420 to $600 a year, 
the mAp to um wages to be $400 a year, 
or $60 a month for seven months. Com* 
potent teachers in town and village 
schools should have from $480 to $650 
a year, while good teachers In cities 
Ibekrw 40.000, for gTade work, should 
have from $600 to $800 a year, the min¬ 
imum being $600, or $66 a month for 
r.lne months. Good grade teachers in 
the larger cities should receive, the 
report will recommend, from $750 to 
$1,000, $750 being the mini maim. 

The report will ret'ommend that su- 
perlntendts in the smaller cities should 
have from $2,000 to $3,500. and in the 
larger cities Troon $4,000 to $6,000 a year. 
ward principals in the pinfUler cfUes 
Tehould receive from $900 to $ 1 , 200 . and 
; v the larger cities from $ 1,200 to $1,800. 
High ©dhobi principals should receive, 
according tw the report, from $1,400 to 
$3,000, while County Superintendents 
should be on a par with the other coun- 
fcty offleers.

Superintendent W. H. Whittaker, of 
the Indiana Reformatory' In Jefferson 
vlHe. is at Indianapolis to attend a 
meeting of the Board of Prison Ke- 
lorm and lay before that body his 
plans for publishing school books at 
the Reformatory. All the contracts 
expire July 1 , 1806. and Inmates will be 
idle after that time, with the excep I 
tlon of the few F now in the trades 
schools. It la considered Imperative 
that something must be done to pro¬ 
vide the men with work, or they will 
become ill for lack of exercise. 

Several plans have been thought 
over by Superintendent Whittaker, but 
he has not yet found anything that 
looks so feasible as priming school 
books, and he began a campaign to 
that end some time ago. He claims It 
would benefit the masses from the 
fact that books could be turned out at 
a cost that would place them in the 
hands of the pupils for almost nothing 
tmd would be a saving of much money 
In largo families. There Is already a 
printing plant at the Reformatory, but 
till© would be only the first step to¬ 
ward starting an establishment large 
enough to print the books for the thou¬ 
sands of school children in Indiana. 

It is claimed by Superintendent 
Whittaker that such a plant would not 
interfere with free labor, but would be 
a benefit to It by cheapening the cost 
of the books. A committee from the 
Central Labor Union of Indianapolis 
was at the Reformatory a short time 
ago, and that body was favorably Im¬ 
pressed with Superintendent Whitta¬ 
ker’© ideas. 

There is a sentiment cropping out 
all over the State that school books 
printed by convicts would be distaste¬ 
ful to the better class of society, and a 
fight will probably be put up on that 
ground. Superintendent Whittaker 
claims this Is all unnecessary', as there 
would be nothing surrounding the 
printing of the books that could be 
harmful to the pupils who have to use 
them. Those in favor of making books 
at the Reformatory say there Is no 
more harm in a child studying from 
books printed there than there l© from 
eating food cooked in a kettle or skil¬ 
let there, or rolling the baby out In a 
carriage manufactured by convicts. 

WOULD NOT JUMP 


For Liberty When On Way to Re¬ 
formatory. 

Preferring to satisfy the law rather 
than to make an attempt to gain his 
liberty when It was possibly in sight, 
Lee Reeves refused to Jump from a 
train while en route from Peru. Ind.. 
to the Reformatory to serve a term of 
from two to twenty-one years for man¬ 
slaughter. He killed his brother-in- 
law. Thomas Smith, but claimed the 
act was committed In self-defense. A 
Jury could not look at the death In the 
same way and found Reeves guilty' of 
manslaughter. 

Sheriff Skinner, of Miami county, 
started to Jeffersonville \vlth Reeves, 
and at Huntington, the next county 
seat, Slf*riff McCarty boarded the 
train with Henry Bragg, Jr., who was 
under sentence of from one to three 
years for petit larceny. The two con¬ 
victed men w'ere handcuffed together 
so they would not require such careful 
wjxtchlng. Before they reached Indian¬ 
apolis Bragg made a proposition to 
Reeves that they' Jump frbm the train 
and escape. This Reeves Indignantly 
declined, and told Bragg he would 
have gone to prlBon aJone If he had 
been given a ticket ana told to make 
the trip by himself. Bragg Is a 1 des¬ 
perate young fellow' and attempted to 
get hold of a quantity of cayenne pep¬ 
per to throw* In Sheriff McCarty's eyes

It will 
probaiblj' be several weeks before a ma¬ 
jority of the Bishops are heard from 
and the date for the consecration Is set. 
Bishop Tuttle will select a date for 
the consecration, which will he held 
In Dr. Woodcock's ohuroh In Detroit. 
Dr. Woodcock wrote* that his parish'on- 
ers were desirous of having the conse¬ 
cration service© in their church, and 
he will probably defer to their wdshea. 
The date has not been formally select¬ 
ed. but it is sakl that l>r. Woodcock 
ha* expressed a wish to have It Janu¬ 
ary 25, which is £t. Paul’s day, and 
If a majority of the House of Bishop* 
confirm his election in time. Bishop 
Tuttle will probably name that date. 
Bishop Tuttle will also ©elect three 
Bishops to officiate art the consecration, 
but It is expected that many other 
Bishops will attend rhe services and 
tnk*? peart In the ceremony. 

The new Bishop will probably come 
to Louisville immediately after hi* 
consecration. He ha* been informed of 
tihe pun-base of a home for him, and 
the Louisville members of the Episco¬ 
pal church will do everytwhlng -possible 
in assisting In the preparation of hi?

It is because they know how to 
k#*/*p their uoes burled and to play them 
effectively when the tim« domes, that 
James Rove. John W. Rogers. Matt Al¬ 
len, Jack Joyner and Enoch WLhnrd huv* 
so long stood among the leaders in their 
calling. The fellows so prone to criticize 
and attribute to luck what.should really 
he ascribed tt> cool Judgment, arc the 
chaps who have few horses to train. The 
eh-ment of luck unquestionably cuts a big 
figure In racing, a more Important one 
perhaps than in the so-called legitimate 
pursuits, but it takes a smart man to 
recognize luck When be sees it. Never 
was there a truer proverb than this: 
"Putting opportunities In the way of fat- 
witted men Is like casting pearls before 
swine.’*

Stem a Good Jockey.

tive .Association now does, and are talk¬ 
ing of Instituting a movement at the com¬ 
ing spring race meeting here to banish 
from the turf ms many as one horse a dav. 
The scheme hit upon is to have the West¬ 
ern Jockey Chib nnd the racing uasoeHt- 
tlons governed, by it sanction the running 
of a "branding purse" every day orf the 
meetings at their several tracks. This 
purse would b* for $4W or $600; and the 
winner would be branded and banished 
from racing again. The Idea Is to get rid 
of so many horses and they believe it the 
associations w»ould go into the scheme 
and banish as many as one horse a day 
at each track th* ranks of turf perform¬ 
ers would soon be considerably thinned 
out. thus putting the prices for young¬ 
sters up and at the same time eliminating 
the number by giving the owner a fair 
price for his property.

In line with thte is the aotfcm taken by 
the National League to revive the old 
system of fining pPayore. which once 
proved so Ineffectual. Instead of the um¬ 
pires flnhfcg the players now. however, th* 
league doe* it in advance. Hereafter when 
a National League umpire puts a player 
out of & game for any raus© that player 
must pay a fine of $10 into the league 
treasury, and if tho player’s offense is 
•such as to call for suspension by the 
league he must pay a fine of $lo for each 
day's suspension. 

The object of this was to remove tho 
odhim with which the players regard 
those chib owners who honestly attempt¬ 
ed to support league dteclpllne by fining 
their own players for getting put out of 
the game, while other alubs did nut Im¬ 
pose any fines.. As such it is laudable, 
but In effect the rule will be more likely 
to defeat Its own ends. 

In the first place the umpire wtU be ’.ess 
likely to eject an unruly player, knowing 
It will result In a low# of money to that 
player. He wlH modify his reports to the 
president to avoid deserved suspension 
for the same reason The old system of 
fining rowdy players did not work well 
for just that reason. The umpire made a 
bitter enemy every time he touched a 
player’s pocknbook. 

Corvsecpiently removal nnd suspensions 
of][Mayers will be'teas frequent next yrar 
without necessarily quelling rowdyism. 
Then there Is the objection t'ba*t some club 
°! r V^ T9 . P*y the fines Incurred by 
their players and others will not. leaving 
the honest clubs open to the same dis¬ 
like from the player’s standpoint as tnto 
year. 

There Is little chance of the rule being 
advened by any other league, for the rea. 
son K cannot in itself Improve matters. 
The 0 . 11 b owners iwnun unwbfe to learn 
that In th«Hr own attitudes and those of 
their managers toward the umpires and 
toward kicking on the diamond is the 
only real remedy for rowdyism. 

By discounter!. 1 ncing rowdy tactics at 
all )trues In their playere, owners and 
managers can do more good than all the 
systems of fines or puntehrmnt ever de¬ 
signed.

That h? will make u star 
in minor league company Is a certainty, 
however, nnd any of the minor irague 
teams would pay a good Mrm for Ms re 
lease. Under tlie circumstances It Is hard 
ly probable that President Hedges would 
Invite the appolntfn-nt of a commission 
to investigate his wanity by letting g> of 
Hemphill withgot some kind of compen¬ 
sation.

MINOR LEAGUES VERY STRONG 


Argument Showing That Drafting Does Not Do Little 
Clubs Any Good. 


P RESIDENT KIUFOIU ol the 
Cleveland Club, says that buy¬ 
ing u minor league player is but 
a gamble. It did not cost hte 
club a penny at any rate to secure Na¬ 
poleon LaJole, William Bernhardt or El¬ 
mer Flick. Of course It te a gamble. Any 
club takes Chances on a player, whether 
it costs money to secure him or not. Few 
players mako good. It Is Just us likely to 
happen that a player who costs little 
money makes good its one that coats a 
good deal, says Jake Mbrse. 

it rarely happens that a National 
League club secure* a player, no mutter J 
at what price, that tho club from which 
he is purchased would not prefer to re¬ 
tain than sell. Mr. Kllfoyl makes noth¬ 
ing of this fact or of that the majors 
have the power to take players willy- 
nilly from the minors. He would like to 
make his own rules for taking players. 

Drafting never helped the minors. Mr 
Kllfoyl, and has hurt theta more than 
you can Imagine. The major leagues take 
away many a player who. though he 
may not prove fast enough for faster 
company, was of decided value to the 
club he left. The minors are gaining in 
power every season. Some of the minor 
league cities are hotter off financially 
than some of those in major league com¬ 
pany. Buffalo to-day is by far a better 
baseball city than Washington. It is a 
major league town to-dav and n sure 
money-maker. It hns n hlgn-*n: irted ag¬ 
gregation. and Its team can put up a 
very go«>d article of ball. 

Mr. Kllfoyl says the minora couJd not 
stand a war as well as the majors, i he* 
minors do not want w*ir. and In any 
event would go fnr to avoid a conflict, 
but If It had to be war the rntmin* 
would take care of themselves, all right 
It te true the big leagues poy the sal¬ 
aries. seme a deal higher than they can 


afford, and while the minors do not pay 
«s high as the majors they would be nblo 
to make a few Inducements, Just a few, 
to some of the major league players, but 
surely enough to create a. lot of fun, and 
it would not be such a sure thing after 
alt that the minors could not stand tho 
racket better thnn the other chA|«. 

Perhaps the American League acted un¬ 
selfishly in its stand toward the minors. 
Perhaps they looked carefully nt the por¬ 
tion of the minors, and again perhaps 
thev looked very carefully upon their own 
position and forgut to go very deeply into 
the subject of toe Justice of the request 
of the minors. At ull events, the request 
of the r Inors was turned down. Per¬ 
haps Mr. Johnson rwiy see the advisabil¬ 
ity of a cbnoge In his views. Just ns ho 
will the inadvisability of a short sched¬ 
ule. because the National League took 
that view. It Is Just as easy to play.' 
follow your lender In the one respect us 
in the other. 

If the National League can slond the 
gaff the American can, but will they? 
That’s what will be found when .the Na¬ 
tional Gomroission meets next month. Mr, 
Johnson maintains that the National 
Le ague te plnylr.g to the gallery. Well, 

It is a good thing to know that the vet¬ 
eran body ha* taken the Initiative In this 
rouped this time. One wu>uld expect such 
a courre from Mr Johnson nna hte co¬ 
horts. not from the National Leaguers. 
Tho old body has Improved in many re¬ 
spects. It te beginning to see that there 
Is n popular side to a course. Is It be¬ 
cause the American League te on the 
ton of the roost It thinks it can take tho 
initiative in a measure and carry it 
through? Jf so, it is woefully mistaken 
this t.'me. If Johnson plays hte hand 
through h** will give the National League 
much prestige with the minors which will 
do the older body a lot of good. 

Now. there doubtless would have been 
no division of opinion on this matter at 
all had l*oth the major league bodies held 
their annual meetings in the samo city 
nt the same time. Then the gentleman 
who explained the minor league proposi¬ 
tion could have addreseii all hands nt 
one time, and the matter could have been 
passed upon without any necessity for 
tt reference to the National Commission.

Actual plans had been maide along 
this line, and at the first of the year 
he had decided to accept a position as 
a cook in a restaurant in the central 
part of the city, Seigle's wound is ex¬ 
tremely serious, and his chances for 
recovery are alight.

26.—The presentation 
of medals for heroism at St. James 
Episcopal church has brought out the 
fact that one of the recipients Is sev¬ 
eral times a life saver. He is Capt. 
John V. Cllnnln, Inspector of rifle prac¬ 
tice in the First regiment. Illinois Na¬ 
tional Guard. A year ago he was an 
unknown hero In the Iroquois Theater 
fire. He Is known also os the hero of 
a yachting Incident off Zion City. 

The Rev. James S. Stone, rector of 
8L James* after awarding medals to 
George H. Shapiro and A. Waldo Car¬ 
lisle, of the United Slates training ship 
Dorothea, turned to Capt. Cllnnln. 
“Friends of the Captain," he said, 
"hearing that he had been recommend¬ 
ed for this honor, insisted that his rec¬ 
ord in connection with the Iroquois dis¬ 
aster be made public. Capt. Cllnnln 
was in the Schiller building when he 
,saw smoke pouring from the air vent 
of the theater. He was one of the first 
to arrive in the foyer of the Iroquois. 
Some already had fallen to the floor. 
Others were piling upon them In their 
efforts to escape. Seizing a woman, 
Capt. Cllnnln drugged her to a place of 
safety. Then he went back, edged 
along the wall and rescued a chorus 
girl. He was thrown down and trum- 
pled on. but be returned to help carry 
another woman out. He made three 
more trips Into the theater, brought out 
a child, apparently dead, found his sls- 
ter-fn-law hysterical and took her to 
the Schiller building, and came back, 
but was excluded from the fire lines by 
the police."

The announcement of her marriage is 
rrtade In a letter received last Friday by 
Matron Faulkner, of the county jalt. 

The trial of Mrs. Oppenhelmer on the 
charge of murdering her babe was one 
of the hardest fought and most sensa¬ 
tional murder trials In the Hamilton 
County Courts for years. 

^Mrs. Oppenhelmer. who Is a perfect 
type of Kentucky beauty, according to 
the story brought out In court, came to 
Cincinnati In June, 1903, and soon after 
entering the German Deaconess Hos¬ 
pital. under the name of Rodgers, her 
child was born. 

When four days old the "Infant 
Rodgers" suddenly died, and an Inves¬ 
tigation by Coroner Weaver brought 
forth such testimony that Mrs. Oppen¬ 
helmer was arrested and Indicted. 

She was cleared of the charge, but in 
the meantime her husband had secured 
a divorce. , 

Oppenhelmer was satisfied of his 
wife's Innocence, but said the divorce 
proceedings which he had instituted in 
Chicago had so far progressed nt the 
time of her difficulty in Cincinnati that 
it was impossible for him at that time 
to stop them. 

Following her acquittal he was re¬ 
minded that his love for her had not 
lapsed, and with the intercession of a 
few friends it became a matter of but 
a few weeks when such correspondence 
between them was established as later 
led to their remnrrlnge. 

BELGRADE PAPER EDITED 

AT LONG RANGE. 


ARE THE CHIEF CAUSE OF A 
WAR IN RATES. 


Chicago, Dec. 26.—[Special.]— The 
opening to-day of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois freight service between 
Chicago and St. Louis over the new 
double tracked lines of the company has 
precipitated a severe struggle between 
the Southern and Eastern roads over 
the packing-house tonnage. 

Preparatory to inaugurating the new 
service the Eastern Illinois made some 
startling reductions in the rates be¬ 
tween Chicago and the gulf for exp irt 
at the port of New Orleans. About the 
same time the Illinois Central put In 
similar rates with the result that big 
consignments of packinghouse products 
whlce formerly went to the Atlantic 
seaboard for export are now going by 
the way of New Orleans. 

This move on the part of the Eastern 
Illinois is taken to mean that they pur¬ 
pose making their double-tracked line 
between here and St. Louis a potent 
factor at once in the traffic situation. 
Arrangements have been made by the 
company to use the Frisco terminals 
in St Louis and agreements for the in 
terchange of traffic have been entered 
into between the company and all the 
lines diverging from St. Louis and 
East St. Louis. In connection w ith this 
Interchange the company has put in 
a rate of 18 cents on certain packing¬ 
house products from Chicago to the 
gtllf by the way of the new line as 
against a normal tariff of 30 cents from 
Chicago to the AtlArvtlc seaboard. 

It Is claimed, however, that this was 
done as an offset to certain rates put 
into effeot by the Illinois Central. With 
Jn a year that comjiany has established 
a European agency In charge of Donald 
Reese and since then has been making 
strenuous efforts to increase exports 
through, the port erf New Orleans. As 
a result of this effort the company put 
In a rate of 17 eerrLs on tallow from East 
St. Louis to New Orleans as against a 
normal tariff of 30 cents to the Atlantic 
seaboard, and a rate of 10 cents on 
glucose from St. Louis to New Orleans 
as against a normal tariff of 23 cents 
•to the eeab^rd.

Immense Furniture Factory to Be 
Built at Salt Lick. 

ML Sterling, Ky., Dec. 26.—[Special] 
—Pennsylvania capitalists who own 
lands In Eastern Kentucky have com¬ 
pleted arrangements for the erection 
of a toirge factory at Salt Lick. Work 
will begin as soon os the weather will 
permit. The factory will cover about 
five acres and will ofc equipped with all 
modern machinery. The company will 
manufacture furniture, chairs, handles 
and stones, and will give employment 
to 500 people. The people at the head 
of the enterprise are backed by im¬ 
mense wealth and are large owners of 
poplar, oak and walnut Umber in Mor¬ 
gan.

First—Decedents* Estates-Settlement of 
—Action For—Statutory Lien—Creditors.— 
Under Seo Diifc.7, Ky Statutes, a lien is 
placed upon tho real estate of u decedent 
for six monthe after his death for the 
j>ayment of his obligations, nnd the heir 
cannot alien the estate, nor can any liens 
be created thereon that will defeat this 
statutory lien during this period of six 
months.

TRANSMISSION OF 

NIAGARA FALLS POWER. 


According to the Electrical Review, Niagara 
Falls is already the greatest distributing point 
In the world for electric water power, and It 
seems likely to become the greatest source of 
transmitted power presently. Plants In opera¬ 
tion at the f«JW are now delivering nearly 120.- 
000 hors© power at full load, and only ono- 
fourth of this gets as far away as Buffalo, a 
distance of twenty miles. 

’The plant© now under construction at Ni¬ 
agara are designed to add more than half a 
millIcoi horse power to the generating capac¬ 
ity there, and much of thte great increase must 
be transmitted in order to find a market. Evi¬ 
dence to support this proposition la found In 
th© foot thAt It has required nearly eighty 
years to build up a load of less than 100 . 0 U 0 
horse power tor the larger plants now In op¬ 
eration, and the smaller plant is older than 
tbia WHh this great power available at Ni¬ 
agara Falls, the distance© between It and some 
large centers of population ar© of prime Im¬ 
portance In their bearing on th© question of 
transmission. Fortunately many of three dis¬ 
tance* ar© within the oommererlai reach of elec¬ 
tric lines at high voltages. Xt Is Interesting 
to consider also for a moment some large 
cities that are apparently beyond rang© of 
economic transmhminn In «he present state of 
the art. Draw a circle with a radius of 600 
mil** about Niagara Falla and the Cities of 
Montreal, Boston, NewTork, Washington, Cln- 
ainrmtl. InUlunapolls and Chloogj ore included. 
While the transmission or power to a dis¬ 
tance of 600 miles Is not Commercially prac¬ 
ticable under ordinary conditions, in the pres¬ 
ent state of the art. 11 would be rash to say 
that the thing may not be done within a de¬ 
cade. A circle of 30U miles about Niagara 
Falls Just ml**©© Montreal and New York 
City, and include© Philadelphia, Baltimore. 
Washington. 0>h»mbus. Toledo and Detroit. 
Even this dlstanc© is somewhat lx-yun<J th© 
present commercial limits of transmission to 
jiolnts where coal Is cbeup, but a moderate Im¬ 
provement In transmission method* nmy well 
suffice to t« 1 ng energy from Niagara Falls into 
the streets of New York City. Within 2UJ 
miles of the fall© are Utica. Scranton. Pitts¬ 
burg and Cleveland, and Harrisburg and De¬ 
troit are Just beyond this limit. Whether the 
tronerolesion of Niagara power to dlstanc** os 
great as 2 U> ml lei will pay under existing con¬ 
ditions Is a question that fatrly admits of dif¬ 
ferent opinions. A definite answer can only 
b© glvi.m for each case when all of the factors 
that enter Into it are considered Precedent 
is not lacking for such u transit) Ism I on, liecausu 
in one instance at least, that of tb© line be- 
iweon the Sabla powerhouse and Sauna]itu, 
non** the Golden Gate from San Francisco, 
electrical energy is now being tie live rod at ti 
pdnt of 232 miles from the place where It is 
gencnttcil.

TO STEM TOBACCO AFTER THE 
AMERICAN FASHION. 


Mr. Burnett Finds Some Dissatisfac¬ 
tion Under the New Condi¬ 
tions. 


C. A. Burnett, a leading tobacconist 
of Paducah, was In Louisville yester¬ 
day en route home from a sojourn In 
Europe. Mr. Burnett went to Europe 
In the interest of the tobacco trade in 
his end of the State, and says he found 
the new situation across the water in¬ 
teresting. The recent law' passed In 
England placing a discriminating tax 
on stripped tobacco, he says, has revo¬ 
lutionized the strip tobacco trade in 
this country and started a new indus¬ 
try In Europe, w'hich is still in the ex¬ 
perimental stage. 

‘The English dealers In our tobac¬ 
co/* said Mr. Burnett, “are not satis¬ 
fied with the outlook under the new 
arrangement over there. Some of them 
are already fitting up their plants for 
taking the stems out of the leaf they 
are getting from America, and those 
who have already tried the experi¬ 
ment say they find It even more disa¬ 
greeable than was at first expected. 
They are coming to the unpleasant 
realization that stemming tobacco 
after it has been prized is not so easy, 
while there is not the market there for 
stems that makes them profitable. 

“England has never had experience 
in handling tobacco in that manner/' 
continued Mr. Burnett, and the deal¬ 
ers are discovering that it is slow work 
taking out the stems, first, because 
they have no experienced stemmers, 
and again, because prized tobacco, aft¬ 
er it is unpacked and ordered again, is 
more difficult to strip. I believe, for 
these reasons. If nothing else, that the 
discriminating law plnclng a prohibi¬ 
tive duty on strips will soon be repeal¬ 
ed and that the strip industry' will 
come back to the tobacco-raising sec¬ 
tions of America.’* 

Mr. Burnett says the tobacco mar¬ 
ket In England Is w'ell stocked for an¬ 
other year, and he does not believe to¬ 
bacco exports from this country will 
be as large as usual. He says the price 
of Burley tobacco now is too much for 
the English buyer under the circum¬ 
stances. and for this reason he pre¬ 
dicts that a sale must be found at 
home for a large per cent, of this 
year's crop of burley.

The name of the man who is to be 
elected president by the stockholders 
has not been made public, but it is 
known that he Is a prominent resident 
of Louisville, familiar with banks and 
bankers, and J® considered wealthy. Un¬ 
der his presidency a greater future is 
planned for the institution, os several 
changes In its policies are contempla¬ 
ted. 

Two of those who are to fill official 
positions under the new' management 
are James W. Gayle and Dr. W. H. 
Netherland. Dr. Netherland. wh* at 
present .is president of the South Louis¬ 
ville Savings Bank, will resign that po¬ 
sition to become vice president of the 
Third National. Mr. Gayle is now cash¬ 
ier of a bonk in Owen ton, Ky.. and will 
be elected to a similar position with 
Dr. Netherland. 

That the Third National Bank is con¬ 
sidered a valuable property is evidenc¬ 
ed by the action of those who have 
bought up the stock and will undertake 
to guide It in the future. It Is their in¬ 
tention to expand its policies, and In 
many w ays endeavor, not only to main¬ 
tain Ks present standing and prosperi¬ 
ty, but to increase them. The new pres¬ 
ident Is said to be a thorough business 
man, well versed and well equipped for 
the duties which will fall to him.

GOOD PROSPECTS 


FOR THAT BADLY-NEEDED RISE 
IN OHIO RIVER 


Rains General and Experts Foresee 
Revival In Business. 


Lowering rilouds and an accompani¬ 
ment of falling rain Interfered with the 
pleasure of holidlay Junketer® In Louis¬ 
ville yesjterdny. but they were halted 
by river-men and dealers in 00 a 1 with 
the greatest delight. The rains that 
have fallen slowly but steadily for the 
past two days have been, in a measure, 
general throughout the Ohio valley, and 
the river front will assume a busy as¬ 
pect within the next few days. 

Advices from near the headwaters of 
the Ohio show that a rise sufficient for 
bringing out barges and their towboats 
is confidently expected. Thc-re is no 
“fly In the ointment** at local river men, 
except the announcement by the 
Weather Bureau that a drop In the 
temperature of from twenty to forty 
degrees will tafce place by midnight to¬ 
night. Even? this expected drop will in 
all likelihood prove more of a boon 
than a disadvantage, as tt will cheek 
the probability of a flood near Pitts¬ 
burg. which condition might arise from 
a too sudden filling of th^ banks of 
the Monongehela and Allegheny rivers. 

Tows or coal to the extent of 15.000.- 
000 bushels are now being made up at 
Pittsburg and will be started “on top 
of the rise.” In cases W'here the high 
water is not expected to last a great 
white many tows are brought down, 
•the river, keeping exact time with the 
boating stage of water. The wharf- 
boats. while swept clean, do not pre¬ 
sent the forlorn appearance they have 
for the paist four weeks, for the faces 
of clerks and superintendents alike are 
wreathed In smiles at hope, and they 
are already counting upon how' soon 
they will “make up" for the time loft 
on account of the Ice and low' water 
In the river. Not later than Wednes¬ 
day or Thursday it Is expected that 
the Evansville and Cincinnati packets 
will begin to make their regular trips. 
The Coleman, Greenwood and Kana¬ 
wha are laid up here and are ready to 
start at the first notice, while all that 
Is necessary to send the Morning Star 
on her wry down is a few’ inches more 
of water and a head of steam. 

The Reuben Dunbar will leave this 
morning at 10 o'clock from New' Al¬ 
bany, bound for the Cumberland river, 
where the recen't rains have made nav¬ 
igation possible after a long period of 
idleness.

W. H. EWING’S WAR RECORD. 


EX-GOV. LESLIE WRITES ENTER¬ 
TAINING LETTER 


ABOUT ANOTHER KENTUCKIAN. 


Ex-Gov. Preston H. Leslie, now living 
in Helena. Mont., has written enter¬ 
tainingly to the Courier-Journal of 
William H. Ewing, another ex-Ken¬ 
tuckian, now a resident of Montana. 
Mr. Ewing is an Indian fighter and 
Mexican War veteran, and seems to 
have carried hi® years remarkably well. 

Ex-Gov. Leslie says: 

Helena, iMont.. Dec. 21. 1904 —Seeing In 
the Courier-Journal of date lftth a notice 
of the death of George Smith, one of the 
Mexican War Indiana sold lei®, reminds 
mo of another one of these soldters who 
wrts a Bourbon, county Kentuckian, Will¬ 
iam II. Ewing, who resides In this city. 
Ho Is now almost eighty-eight years old. 
is vigorous, and a well preserved, man. es¬ 
pecially In. mind and memory. He has 
scon ajid felt the shock of battle many 
times, and In more wars than one. 

• • • 

In the Seminole War. 


First, when about twenty years of age. 
he was an American soldier in the Semi¬ 
nole Indian Wax, and fought through the 
battle of Oksechokee, fought In th* ever¬ 
glades of Florida more than sixty years 
ago Afterward he enlisted and served 
through the 'Mexican War, and, because 
of that service. t» now and has been for 
many years, drawing a pension from the 
United Suues Government, and carries 
witih him a painful memorial of that wnx. 
In his knees a Mexican rifle ball, which 
oceajjionally creep* out from under the 
kneo cap, and Is Very painful until pressed 
back. 

He traveled over a great deal of the 
California territory, and U familiar with 
the character of that country as it was in 
1848-9 and until about *55. There was trou¬ 
ble through some years In that country 
with the Apache Indiana. He was one of 
a company of thirty mo unit, si frontiers¬ 
men under the leadership of Kit Carson 
(the same man about whom so much “yel- 
!ow-booked’' IttornJture has been written). 
This company <»f guides and spies was at- 
taohecl to Col. Fountleroy's troops In pur¬ 
suit of the Apache Indians who hod been 
marauding, murdering and looting on the 
Mexican frontier above Tao«. The regu¬ 
lar troops had been called out to suppress 
these depredations, and Cfcpt. Carson's 
company mis called to act as t he scouting 
advance of tho troops. The weather abdut 
that time In the year was coot end <ns- 
agreeaible. The company of scouts came 
upon tile Apaches early on e morning 500 
strong. The Captain not caring to make 
an attack upon»so large a force with only 
a company of thirty, decided to recon- 
noiter and tease them until the regular 
oommand Should arrive; but, It was #*>on 
discovered, that they were breaking camp, 
so the command wws given to “Charge!” 
and a regular stampede followed, but 
many of trreir ponies were captured, and 
many <>f the fiee.ng enemy cut off from 
ih<s help of their stovk. and they ware 
pursued Into the mountains for two or 
more <kjys. w h*n the company came upon 
them again, and a fight ensued. 

• * • « 

Destruction Done. 


Qufte a number of them were killed, in¬ 
cluding several of their «pquaw>. it was 
early in the morning and impossible to 
distinguish beitwreen the men and the 
women. C^ipt. Ouxaon shot one of the 
women, and learning of it after .the fight, 
was greatly grieved that he hud sho: a 
woman. They retreated in great disorder 
and confusion far Into the gorges of the 
mountains During the pursuit through 
the ohaippareJ Mr. Ewing captured a num¬ 
ber of them, one of whom he had taken 
for a buck (but who \,urtivd out to be a 
squaw), who. trying to Jump hc-r pony 
across a deep, narrow* gorge In the hills, 
failed to make a successful leap, arid fall 
to the bottom, find the horse lay on his 
back fast in the ravine, with Ills feet 
pawing the air. The rider escaped on 
foot, but In pursuit he found hid away in 
the darlcncfis of a rock shelter an Indian 
pojppoose boy about four years old. He 
carried the child back safely wrapped up. 
a hundred miles, w’here lie found his com¬ 
mand. His little captive was for a time 
the great notice of the command. He 
named the child “Williamin honor of 
himself. He placed the y->ung warrior in 
the care of Lieu*. Col. John B. Magnifier, 
who afterward became Gen. Magnifier, of 
the Confederate army, and took little Bill, 
the Apache, with him ns his body serv¬ 
ant all through the War of the Rebellion, 
and then put him in school and equipped 
him with a good education. 

When the Civil War opened the eyes 
of the American people, to behold the pic¬ 
ture of a nation of patriotic freemen 
grappling with each other in t.ho strug¬ 
gling* or death, as the Great Arbiter, for 
settlement of thHr national difference, 
William Ewing was a citizen of the. ter¬ 
ritory of Montana, and his heart swelled 
with emotions of sympathy with tho nobU 
people of his native State—“The dark and 
bloody ground,” and her Southern broth¬ 
ers and sisters, and every inch f>t their 
territory, but he was already a wounded 
ex-soldier, carrying Mexican load In his 
person, lodged, there when fighting under 
rhe American flag, and he did not choose 
to go out to fight agoimfi that flag—even 
if able fc> do so.

ONLY NOMINAL 


WILL BE ASSESSMENT AGAINST 
WATER COMPANY. 


Board of Equalization Feels City Will 
Lose By a Large Valuation. 


The Board of Equalization will meet 
to-day tor the purpose of assessing the 
Louisville Water Company for the 
years 1900, 1901, 1902, 1903 and 1904. as 
directed by the decision of the ^ynirt 
of Appeals. As the higher the assess¬ 
ment is made the more money It will 
cost the city, it is probable that only 
a nominal assessment will be ’made, 
and the value of the Water Company’s 
franchise, property, real and personal, 
etc., will be placed at something like 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The decision otf the courts furnished 
a queer complication. It was held that, 
while tthe city could tax the Waiter 
Company, the comj>any In turn could 
charge for the water nrpplted to the 
city. If the bill* are made out at the 
regular rate, the Water Company’s debt 
for taxes will be much smaller than 
the city’s debt for water used. The 
officials of the company, however, have 
no desire to lake money from the city 
and are willing to allow a rebate on all 
amounts due from the olty In excess of 
the amminit of the tax 4*111. 

Were it not for the special fund® 
which must be provided for by levy 
In the tax-rate ordinance, the action 
of the Water Company In making the 
bills no -larger than the debt for taxes 
would leave matters Just as they were 
before the suit was filed by the city 
to enforce Its right tu collect taxes. 
But The money credited In the Tax 
Receiver’s office to the Water Company 
will have to be divided among the spe¬ 
cial funds according to the levies for 
the five past years. Paqt of the money 
wild have to be paid ro the School 
Board, the Sinking Fund and the other 
special funds, while all the money paid 
for water will come out of the general 
fund, and the larger the assessment 
against the Water Company the more 
will have to be paid out of the general 
fund to the sped;tj funds, thus costing 
the Olty Government proper a consid¬ 
erable amount of money. 

The assesfenverot for 1905 against the 
Louisville Water Company was fixed 
by The Board of Equalization at $3,500.- 
000, but the Board of Equalization Is 
not desirous of putting a burden on 
the city by making a large assessment 
for years past. The subject will be 
thoroughly dircuesed before any actfon 
is taken, and the board has until Jan¬ 
uary 16 to decide the matter. A nom¬ 
inal assessment. It Is believed, would 
be the simplest -way out of the mat¬ 
ter. _ _ _

Ninety-five In Police Court and Rod 
Is Applied Sparingly—Story of 
Three Armies. 


With ninety-five prisoners to be pre¬ 
sented hvfore the bar. Judge John Mc¬ 
Cann fai'ed a remarkable scene when 
he took his seat upon the bench In 
Police Court yesterday morning. Moot 
of the .unfortunates were the victims 
of Christmas celebrations. and a great 
majority had been locked up upon the 
simple charge of drunkenness. 

It has long been the custom in Po¬ 
lice Court to give the prisoners, pre¬ 
sented on petit charges, light Justice 
on the morning after Christmas, and 
Judge McCann was afforded an unusual 
opportunity to deal out Christmas 
kindness. 

Eighteen sad-faced, bleary-«y*d 
prisoners, who were called upon to pay 
the penalty for Imbibing too freely, 
were lined $5 each, and in each ease 
the fine was suspended. The stories 
they told were ridiculous in many 
cases. 

“I didn’t drink none,” said one negro 
woman, “I Just ate some mistletoe 
berries and they went to my head. 
After that I couldn’t tell what I wua 
doing, and the policeman thought I was 
drunk. I've gm an awful pain and I 
wants to get to a dootor.” 

* • • 

Two negro women, each thirty years 
of age, were presen ted on charges of 
disorderly conduct. They had fought 
at thf« home of a friend, where a doll 
had been placed on a tree, simply ad¬ 
dressed: “For Annie." They both 

claimed it. and no sort of arbitration 
could prevent the war, which followed 
thick and fast. Each shewed the re¬ 
sults of the fight. One of them ex¬ 
plained: 

“But. Judge, neither of us got the doll. 
Another Amde came in while we were 
scrappingtook the present." 

“Dismissed/* «?ald the Judge. 

Wh*»n Jim Johnson, black as tax. 
took the stand. Instead of giving his 
testimony, he turned toward the Judge. 
Taking a little piece of holly from his 
pocke\ he handed It to the Judge and 
said: 

“Your honor. I wants to give you a 
little greeting.” 

“I can’t accept bribes.”said the Judge, 
“but I thank you. Go on and tell your 
story, we are busy to-day." Jim was 
dismissed.

“Well, what have you to say?” said 
the prosecutor to John Kinnough. as he 
took the stand. 

“I ain’t got nothing special to say. 
excirpt that I wish you all a merry 
Christmas. I don’t know' how I got 
here, but as I am here and we are to¬ 
gether. let’s not have no hard feel¬ 
ings.” 

“Let him go bacU until he sobers up," 
said the Judge.
